The -resoluUon calls upon Her 
Majesty and her Canadian and 



Quebec governments "to cease 
all prosecution of these five ci- 
tizens and to take all measures 
to return their rights to them." • 

The second resolution, stating 
that "since it is univeisally known 
that these Acts are unjust to the 
Québécois and contain an unjust 
'guilty by association' clause," 
calls for the abrogation of the 
• WMA and the Turner BlU. 

It also asks that -victims of 
. these Acts be compensated. 

The third resolution is address- 
ed to Marcel Pephi, President of 
theCNTU. , • 

It asks Pepiri to defend Char- 
trand and the union movement 
agahist "the anti-unionism of 
"Trudeau and Bourassa as exem- 
plified in their actk}ns against 
the Lapalme workers, their in- 
sensitivity " to unemployment, 
and their attempt to destroy 
the unions through Chartrand."

The trial of Paul Rose will 
conthiue hi his absence. The Qué- 
bécois guerrilla was ejected from 
court yesterday. 

Judge Marcel Nichols, who is 
presiding in the trial tidiere Rose 
»iSxâccused of the murder of Labor 
iMiibter Pierre Laporte, said 
he made the difncult decision 
to eject the accused in spite of 
the great repugnance of removing 
hiih from the court. 

At the resumption of the hear- 
ing at 4:30, the judge asked Rose 
to stand up: "Do you still feel . 
the same way, Mr. Rose, or would 
■v .,. you like to retract your state- 
:?p;:ments?" ■ 
^ 'rrfhe. revolutionary, hi a sweater 
spotted Mfith mud, repeated that 
he was there to criticize the

judge: "I won't retract anything 
that I said." 

Judge Nichob simply told the 
Sergeant-at-Arms: "Take away 
the accused." .! , . .. - 

While the police tried to force 
Rose toward the passage leading 
to the cells, he shouted: "We 
will overcome one day. Hiis is 
opera... comic opera!" . 

The door closed, but his shouts 
could stai be heard from out- 
side. 

By the end of the morning ses- 
sion. Rose had crudely insulted 
Judge Nichols and Crown Pros- 
ecutor Jacques Ducros because 
a man he considered biased had 

thesè^^^^^^^Mplain^how 
his patience had been frayed and 
why he made, the decision to re- 
ject Rose. 

"This is a monumental farce," 
said the accused, a Liberal gim- 
mick. Yoii were members of the. 
Liberal party andi^vtbe^rganizer 
of the Uberal par^r^in^Dnim- 
mond. Prosecutor Ducros is 
Wagner's former Deputy Mm- 
ister. . 



"You are whores of the es- 
tablishment, more whorish than 
whores themselves because they 
at least earn a living." 

The judge had the accused 
ejected. Rose continued to yell 
"gangsters!". 

As soon as Rose had left. Judge 
Nidiob explained in a strained 
voice: "Since the 2Sth of January 
(the beginnhig of the trial) I've 
shown a great deal of patience. 
"I've given the accused many 
warnings.! had to throw him out 
of the court two times. I think 
that if one carries on the hearings 
in his presence it will only per- 
mit the court to be degraded.' 

"This is perhaps the first 
time that this has happened. It 
is not vrithout a great deal, of 
thought that I've made this deci- 
sion. But it isn't necessary to 
take the example of certain neigh- 
bouring countries." 

The Judge cited Article 557 of 
the Crimhial Code: "The. court 
can have^the». accused ^rem 
and can^jœepi^lilm^ 
court as long as he behaves bad- 
ly and interrupts the proceed-

Intrepid Buildhig -Manager 
Frank Costi has again cracked 
down on pushois bi Uie Unkm. bi 
order to stop the peddlhig of hard 
drugs, such as heroin. 

Saturday momhig the broom- 
and-bucket squad obliterated the 
enemy's command post, also 
known to locals as "headquar- 
ters," leaving a gaphig empty 
space ' where the nuin-Ooor 
lounge used to be. 

Yesterday Costi took up a po- 
sition fachig the Union entrance 
and barred three of eight ' known 
hmin pushers..The. .others were 
present at Saturday's operation, 
and'did not bother showing up. 

Costi said that he vras acting 
on "executive histnicUons" to 
rectify an emergency situation 
which^had developed hi the last 
three or four weeks. There were 
she com'plahils last week from' 
people who were approached by 
herohi pusheis, and one from 
someone who witnessed an addict 
giving himself an injection in the 
lounge. 

Since September, when the 
lounge was opened, there has been 
"a certain amount of toleration" 
' as- far as the smoking of grass 
and hash was concerned, provided 
the privilege was not abused. 
Eventually, however, some peo- 



ple started pushing grass, hash, 
acid, and speed, to the extent that 
they were "displaying their 
wares on the tables." 

Fhially, said Cûsti, "th«y got 
really brave and started pushhig 
herohi and bad I£D."

a vote of 42 to 33. ' 

Chaired, by Administration . 
President Max: Wyman, the 
Committee recommended a 
composition of 49 students 
and 49 faculty out of a total 
membership of 127. 



. Although the^ student vote ^ 
will^ now theoretically cany >- 
equal weight vrith that' of the 
faculty bloc, it is assumed 
that the Administration's 27 
votes would tend to swing .- 
contentious issues in favor 
of the faculty. 

In addition to Wyman, the 
ad - hoc', cbnunittee^/induded 
two faculty members;' two rep-, 
resentatives of the Student 
Council and one from the Grad- 
uate Students Union. . 

The GFC decision came as 
a surprise to most as it was 
expected that there would be 
overriding support for a (fis- - 
senting minority report by 
committee member D.T. An- 
derson, Professor of Law. 

The minority report, . fre- 



quently labelled insulting to 
students, said that .wiiile there 
are areas in which students 
have shown ' themsdves to be ~ 
competent, such as food ser- 
vices and the organization 
of sporting and other, extra- 
curricular activities, it would 
be best to leave .the situatton , 
as it is. . 

Other ^opposition was based 
on the premise that the univer- 
sity community was "not 
ready" for such a step. 

Professional faculties, es- 
pecially, worried that in- 
creased student power: . on 
the governing body responsible, 
for academicj^andards would 
endanger't'the^acceptance of 
degrees from thé U of A as 
valuable qualifications.

Eventually, the constitutk)n was re-written so that 
each of the clubs now functions autonomously with 
the ISA acting rather like a coordinator which .sees 
that no two events clash. '

are thus out of touch with natibrai revolutions iq thdr

"would sefveamore iseful purpose if it looked to'the 
political aspects of the workers' strikes and placed 
emphasis on pdlticizing the general campus." .
